JEWISH POPULATION 
DEPORTED BY TURKS. 


NATION DEPLETED BY THOU- 
SANDS BY WAR SUFFERING 
IN JERUSALEM 


(BY 4. r. NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.-——Disease, 
starvation and expulsions have re- 
duced the Jewish population of Jeru- 
‘salem to 83,000, or about 40 per 
cent. in the three and one half 
years since the war began, accord- 
ing to cable advice received by the 
Palestine Restoration Fund Commis- 
sion here. 

With the advance of the British 
into Palestine, the Turks made 
wholesale deportations of Jews from 
the seaport towns. From Jaffa, 
same 10,000 Jews fled the Turkish 
power or were driven out, ft is re- 
ported. 

The British authorities in Pales- 
tine have cabled that there is urgent 
need for the hospital unit which 
Hadagseah, the woman's Zonist or- 


ganigation, is planning to send from 
the United States. The British are 
arranging transport facilities for the 
unit,

RUSSIA FACING 
ECONOMIC RUIN. 


Condition Very Grave, Says 
Labor Commissioner. 


Transition Period from War 
to Peace Perilous. 


Army Demobilization Adds to 
the Unemployed. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A PF.) 

PETROGRAD, Feb. 6.—The 
econemica condition of Russia is 
grave, very grave,” M. Shiiapnikoff, 
Commissioner of Laber, declared te 
the Associated Press correspondent 
today. The causes are universal. 
You probably know them as well as 
I do, and there is no need to enlarge 
upon them. 

“We are now going through the 
transition period from war to peace,” 
ps the commissioner. This is 

a yery difficult period in better or- 
ganized countries and is particular- 
ly difieult in Russia. The difficulty 
is aggravated by the fact that neither 
the Emperer’s nor Kerensky's gev- 
ernment regulated the industries. 

“There was unevenness of produc- 
tien even in the branch of industry 
making munitions of war, there be- 
ing too much produced of some ar- 
ticles and toe littie of others. The 
first measure we are taking is to cut 
down the manufacture of other than 
necessary things and to produce use- 
ful articles, those we need most, such 
as locomotives, care and automo- 
biles. Thousands of locomotives are 
badly in need of repair but there 
are no materials for that work, as 
they have all been turned into mu- 
nition factories. These are now be- 
ing turned back to their original 
purpose.” 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Asked as to what extent unem- 
ployment prevailed in Russia, the 
commissioner replied: 

“Of course, unemployment is con- 
siderabie, but it is difficult to give 
the number of unemployed. The 
army demobilization is increasing 
their number, but only temporarily, 
as most of the soldiers are returning 
to the villages, where they will take 
up the lands. 

“In a worse plight are the unem- 
ployed among the educated, tens of 
mousanes of them, mostly officials, 

ank clerks, and others who con- 
— red themselves above the work- 

ing class and do not like physical 
* The Ministry of Industry, for 
instance, employed 1200 officials 
while at present it has only 300 em- 
ployed and the work is better done. 

“To solve the unemployment 
problem we are organizing public 
works, such as sanitation work. 
building construction, wood cutting, 
peat digging, ete.”

board the Tuscania were from Camp 
Kearny. At the North Island avia- 
tion station ton “ it was said that 
while neither t One Hundreth, 
One Hundred aed Fitty-eighth nor 
Two Hundred and Thirteenth aero 
squadrons came directly from North 
Island, so many changes have been 
made in the personnel of various 
squadrons that it is possible some 
men who learned to fly here may 
have been on board the steamer. 

The Tuscania was a British pas- 
senger and freight steamship of 14,- 
$40 tons gross register. She was 
built at Glasgow in 1814 and was 
owned by the Anchor Line. 

The last report of the Tuscania 
was her arrival at an.Atiantic port 
January 17 

The Tuscania during het days as 
a passenger liner was one of the 
best-equipped vessels in the trans- 
Atlan service. She made der 
maid voyage in February, 1915, 
and for a time was in the service 
of the British Admiralty, but later 
was restored to her owners for regu- 
lar service. 

She was 567 feet long, with «@ 
66-foot beam, and was * to 
carry 2500 passengers in cabin and 
steerage accommodations. The ship 
had twin screws and a speed of 
about eighteen knots. On several oc- 
casions since the war began she was 
the object of torpedo attacks, but 
managed to escape through her 
speed, assisted by defense guns. 

Buncranna, at which survivors 


located on Lough the 
northern coast of Ireland, twelve 
miles from . Lough 
* is 398 narrow bay running 
Atiantic Ocean. 

— where other survivors were 
landed from the vessel, is on the 
northeast coast of ireland, twenty- 
three miles from Belfast. It is a 
north channel port. The approximate 
distance by water between the two 
ports is 100 miles. 

For some time the Twuscania has 
been under charter to the Cunard 
Line and she is the fifth big vessel 
of the Cunard company lost since 
the war began. 

Although prior to January 1 of 
the present year t were more 
than 200,000 American troops in 
France, according to the statement 
made by Secretary of War Baker, 
the Tuscania was the first transport 
to be torpedoed on the voyage from 
an American rt to France. Sev- 
eral American transports, however, 
have been torpedoed on the return 
journey, after having debarked 
troops. 

When the Tuscania was first put 
into service ber appointments for 
first-cabin passengers, of whom she 
could carry 350, were sumptuous. 
The paneling of her main loungé 
room was in olive wood, Inlaid with 
a line of sycamore. floors were 
of polished dak. 

A veranda, cafe and gymnasium, 
smoking-room, dining salons and a 
novel system of heating and ventila- 
tion were features of the new loner. 
The first and second-class staterooms 
were situated on the bridge deck and 
shelter deck amidships and were 
large in size and well furnished. 

It is probable, however, in view 
of the exigencies of the situation, 
that the steamer had been stripped 
of most of her lugurious fittings.

Protest Sent to Washington 
by Gurney Newlin. 


Division of Effort Toward 
Common End Deplored. 


Has the National Surgical Dress- 
ings Association a rfght to invade 
the field of Los Angeles, and ask for 
contributions from the business men 
here, in view of the campaign that 
is being carried on by the local Red 
Cross organization? 

Because of an appeal for contri- 
butions that has reached many of 
the business houses within the past 


few days from the Surgical Associa- 
tion, Gurney Newlin, chairman of 
the local Red Cross, has appealed to 
Washington for a ruling on the sub- 
ject. Meanwhile, several of the 
business houses to which the ap- 
peals have been made, have taken ac- 
tion that indicates their purpose to 
— only the direct Red Crées 

The National Surgical Dressings 
Association ig an individual organ- 
ization that has been actively en- 
gaged in the collection of fun for 
surgical dressing materials and the 
making of such dressings, even be- 
fore the United States entered the 
wer. After this country became in- 
volved as a direct participant in the 
war, the Red Cross organization 
took over general control of all 
war relief work, and it ia the only 
organization that is allewed the use 
of ships for the transportation of 
relief materials to Europe. 

The National Surgical Dressings 
Association, however, according to 
statements made by Red Cross offi- 
als here yesterday, asked to be al- 
lowed to retain ite individual name, 
but to become an integral part 
the Red Cross by contributing to it 
the surgical dressings which were 
made. This it has been doing, it 
is understood, but. so far as the lo- 
cal authorities of the Red Cross 
know, no authority has been given 


the association to enter this feld in 
seeking contributions. 

The association, however, within 
the past few days has sent to vari- 
eus Los Angeles business houses 
large numbers of lead pencils, with 
the individual names and addresses 
of each firm printed on the lots of 
pencils sent to such firme Acceom- 
panying the pencils was the request 
that the recipient contribute to the 
Surgical Dressings Association such 
amount as it felt inclined. In moet 
cases the concerns receiving the pen- 
celle have shipped them back again 
to the association headquarters, the 
sentiment being that whatever do- 
nations such firms have to give will 
be made directly through the local 
Red Cross. 

Mr. Newlin, in discussing the sit- 
vation yesterday, said that, while he 
has appealed to Washington for m- 
formation as to the right of the 
National Surgical Dressings Assocta- 
tion to enter this field, he has not 
yet learned what the decision would 

. Personally, he deplores any di- 
vision of effort tn the collection of 
funds fo war relief purposes, and 
feels that if anybody wishes to con- 
tribute especially for the purpose of 
supplying surgical dressings, this 
can be done through the local Red 
Cross, as the Red Cross, in any in- 
stance, must handle the materials 
eventually.

SAY DE LARA WAS PUT 
TO DEATH BY ENEMIES 


Author-agitator-exile Went from Here 
Seeking to Link Republics. 


DVICES received from Phoenix | 
A last evening state that Gov. 

Hunt has received a private 
letter from Nogales in which furth- 
er confirmation is given of the re- 
ported execution below border 
of L. Gutierrez de Lara, picturesque 
author, agitator and self-appointed 
trade emissary into the land of his 
Political enemies. It was at the 
hands of the latter, it appears, that 
the Los Angeles man met his death, 
decreed many years ago by them. 
For nearly twenty years they had 
been endeavoring to entice him 
acroms the border. It was not until 
he went into Mexico as a self-ap- 
pointed trade emissary to forge 
commercial links between this coun- 
try and Mexico that they succeeded 
in laying hands on him. 

For twelve years de Lara had 
been a resident of Los Angeles. Mrs. 
de Lara now resides at No. 420 West 
Fourth street. Her husband left 
Los Angeles on January 1, going to 
Arizona. After a stay of probably 
three weeks there, he started for 
Mexico, from which he had been a 
political exile for years. He had 
been warned to keep north of the 
international bou line if he 
valued hig life. 

Highly educated and of polished 
manner, Senor de Lara was an im- 
pressive public speaker. He was 
a radical, and opponent of Dias and 
it was during the last years of that 
regime that he was twice in trouble 
with the American authorities for’ 
alleged violations of the neutrality 
act. In both cases he was released 
after investigations, 

For many years, however, he was 
Prominent as a labor agitator in 
Arizona and along the border, and 
while strongly sympathizing with 
the miners’ unions, he was opposed 
to the LW.W. methods and the 
advocacy of sabotage. He was 
connected with the Magons, Enrico 
and Ricardo Flores, who served 
Federal sentences for their work in 
the Mexican junta here. 

SEEK HIS LIFE. 


De Lara was before United States 
Commissioner Van Dyke on Febru- 
ary 22, 1899, for removal proceed- 
ings to Mexico. He was charged 
with petit larceny, but an order was 
refused by the commistioner, it ap- 
pearing to him that de Lara was 
only wanted below the border in 
order that he might be shot. 

Although he was a well-known 
character in 


any way mixed up with the later 
activities of the Magons that twice 
culminated in sentences of the gang 
to Federal prisons, one term of 
which sentences has been served. 
The second case is before the 
United States Circuit Court on Ap- 

De Lara and Edgcomb Pinchon 
were the authors of a 360-page 
book, profusely illustrated, “The 
Mexican People: Their Struggle for 
Freedom.“ It is said by persogs 
who were closely acquainted with 
de Laras work that this book had 
a strong influence upon President 
Wilson in determining him not to 
Interfere with the troubles 
have internally rent Mexico for 
past seven years. 

For many months past, prior to 
his trip that led to his death, de 
Lara had an ambition to go into 
Mexico and try to establish a better 
understanding between its people 
and those of the United States. He 
believed, according to those who 
knew him here, that through the 
intercessions of a native of Mexica 
by addreeses and personal inter- 
views with its leading business and 
professional men, bonds of close 
aympathy could be established be- 
tween the people of the Southern 
republic and those of the United 
States, and he was also imbued with 
the idea that by the extension of 
commercial relations between the 
merchants of Mexico and the Pa- 
cific Coast, especially Southern Cali- 
koma. much on this general Une of 
advancement of fraternal sentiment 
could be accomplished. 

AS TRADE EMISSARY. 


It was with this particular pur- 
in mind, say his friends, that 
had planned the trip that has 
had a tragic ending.

RUSTRATING the avowed in- 
F tention of friends te add some 

distinctive features to their 
wedding ceremony, Miss Pearl Vir- 
Kin ia Timberlake. who was the 
Southiand’s first war nurse, and Mu- 
ton E. Steinberger executed a sur- 
prise movement yesterday, when 
they motored to Riverside and were 
married by Rev. Milten C. Dotten, 
rector of All Saints’ 
Church. 
A descendant of Peggy O'Neal, 
noted figure of the Jacksen admin- 
istration, Mrs. Steinberger was in 
Paris when the war broke out. She 
immediately volunteered for nursing 
work and was assigned to service 
with the British Red Cross. Later, 
through the efforts of the Duchess 
of Mariborough, she was transferred 
to the American Red Cross. 
October, 1916, and was the frat 
lecturer for the Red Cross in the 


suburban towns of the country, when 
the work of organizing new chap- 
ters was taken up in the wake of 
President Wilson's war declaration. 
At present she is an active worker 
in the Sierra Madre Chapter.
